Bulganin Climaxes 
Day of Cordialify 
In Opening Talks 


GENEVA IP — Soviet Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin joined the West­ 
ern Mig Three heads of govern­ 
ments today in declaring Russia’s 
intention to do everything possible 
to make the Geneva summit con­ 
ference a success. 
President 
Eisenhower, who lis­ 
tened attentively to Bulganin’s ad­ 
dress 
closing the opening 
day’s 
conference at the summit, express­ 
ed his satisfaction with the seem­ 
ingly determined attitude of ail del 
egations present to “ work for an 
honest pursuit of peace.” 
President Eisenhower had opened 
t h e conference seven and a half 
h o u r s earlier with a challenge to 
Russia to agree to a free, united 
Germany and to controlled disarm­ 
ament 
which 
would 
guarantee 
against “ frightful surprises” in this 
atomic age. 
The President laid down an eight- 
point program for world peace. 
Bulganin climaxed the day of 
hopeful and optimistic statements 
and of a cordiality unmatched since 
World War ll by assuring the oth­ 
er government chiefs that Russia 
will do “ all it can to justify the 
hopes of all peoples waiting for a 
tranquil and peaceful life.” 
Reply to Eisenhower Invitation 
He said the Russians “ hold a 
different point of view from the 
West on some questions,” 
“ But this.” he said, “ should not 
prevent the conference from suc­ 
ceeding in its work.” 
Bulganin said it was his govern­ 
ment’s "sincere wish” that this 
conference should be “ a fruitful 
one.” 
It apparently was the Soviets' 
answer to President Eisenhower’s 
invitation to the Kremlin to take 
a “ new road” to peace with the 
West. 
Mr. Eisenhower, chairman of the 
opening day’s meetings, arose aft­ 
er Bulganin 
had 
concluded his 
speech 
“ I have noted with the greatest 
satisfaction that the spirit of a 
friendly attitude has expressed it­ 
self as determined to work cooper­ 
at i v e l y with the others in an hone-t 
pursuit of peace.” he said. 
President Eisenhower set the tone 
for the day’s lead-off speeches by 
delegation heads.

challenging, was fur from pessi­ 
mistic. 
And the eight-point pro­ 
gram he proposed for a Cold War 
armistice was in keeping with the 
cordial atmosphere in which this

Eisenhower, keynoting the 
conference, called for a "new spir­
